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What Russian Conquest Me 

[From the Baturday Review.) 



It is evident that, if Russia is deter- 
mined to make wur upon Turkey, tho 
rapture ciui only bo prevented by the 
menace or the use of force. The 
quarrel was utterly unprovoked on the 
part of Turkey; for even the Bulgarian 
outrages which now furnish protext 
for interference were caused by Russian 
intrigues to promote insurrection in 
tho province. It might have been 
supposed that tho thin disguise which 
covers a policy of aggrandizement 
would have served tho purpose of con- 
ventional decency rather than of coii- 
cealmentjbiH it seems that professions 
of sympathy for tho oppressed subjects 
of Turkey are seriously accepted. In 
an article of the Turkish Empire in the 
current number of tho "Quarterly lie- 
view," the writer, who is friendly to 
Russia and hostile to Turkey, gravely 
speaks of the immense sacrifices which 
Russia has for generations past made 
for the sake of tho kindred Christian 
races which are still under the Turkish 
yoke. It might be dillicult to show 
that Russia has ever expended a life or 
rouble for the benefit of Bosnia or Bul- 
garia. The kindred Christian races 
whose grievances have often furnished 
excuses for territorial aggression have 
only been known as kindred for the 
last dozen years. At the time of the 
Crimean war neither Russians nor 
South Scalvaonians had learned that 
they associated with one another hy 
irresistible sympathies of blood and 
language. The early inventors of eth- 
nology little suspected the crimes 
which would in future times be com- 
mitted in the name of their facinating 
science. Tho different branches of 
the Sclavonic race had been content 
for centuriec to dwell apart, 
and those of them who were sub- 
ject to the Turks were described in the 
language of diplomacy as Greeks, be- 
cause they for the most part belonged 
to the Greek or Eastern communion. 
The Russians from time made war on 
the Turks in the alleged interests of 
thoir co-religionists, and not of thoir 
kinsmou. Tho orthodox monks of Je- 
rusalem and their congregations who, 
perhaps much to their own surprise, 
caused the Emperor Nicholas to avenge 
their wrongs by crossing the Pruth, 
were probably not of Sclavonic blood . 
English promoters of Russian policy 
will perhaps be shocked to learn that 
the students at Resth have lately pro- 
claimed their sympathy with the Turks 
on account of their Turanian origin. 
Political feeling readily assumes the 
form of pedantic nonsense. It may 
bo doubted whether the Christian in- 
habitants of tho Turkish provinces 
really wish to substitute the Russian 
for the Turkish rulo, but it is possible 
that they may, like the world in gen- 
oral, prefer unknown evils to actual 
Bufferings. At present they are ill- 
governed, neglected in ordinary times, 
and occasionally exposed to gross op- 
pression; but tho weak and lax admin- 
istration of Turkey hits not prevented 
the growth of population and prosper- 
ity in Bulgaria. A Bussian conquest 
moans a rigorous despotism, exclusion 
fromtrado with tho rest of the world, 
and for those who depart from the re- 
ligious creed tho negation of roiigious 
Rborty. Largo districts in Poland 
htwo beon forcibly converted from Le- 
vian Catholicism by military force, and 
tho samo measures would bo unhesit- 
atingly applied to Catholics or Pro- 
testants in new Russian provinces, 

Moliere was asked the reason why in 
certain countries tho king may assuino 
tho crown at fourteen years of ugo and 
cannot marry before eighteen.? "It is," 
answered Mollere, "because it is more 
diflicult to rulo a wife than a king- 
dom." 



A New Safety Lami". — A paper on 
"Landau's now Safety-lamp for use 
in Mines" was lately read at a meeting 
of the North Staffordshire Mining In- 
stitute. The chief peculiarity of the 
invention resides in the feature that the 
admission of gas extinguishes tho (lame 
so that it cannot under any circum- 
stances bo exploded by tho lamp. The 
whole of tho air supply that foods the 
llaine must pass through an air-cham- 
ber in a limited space ut the bottom of 
tho lamp, and as soon as the impure 
air, such as hydrogen, carburotted hy- 
drogen, &c, lills up to that limited 
space, tho passage of the neodful sup- 
ply of oxygon to feed tho tlamo is 
choked thereby, and tho llaino is nec- 
essarily extinguished for want of air. 
Experiments made to demonstrate this 
claim were quito successful. It was 
further claimed that tho lamp could 
not be affected by the strongest cur- 
ont of pure air, but were loss success- 
ful. But while later experiments 
did not show tho Landau lamp to be 
inferior to others, tho former wore 
regarded as decided points of superior- 
ity in construction.

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HOWE SOUND TRAIL. 

Prominent amongst the projects to bo 
debated by tbo Legislature, wffich M 
Bhortly to como togethor in this City , IS 
one to construct a cattle-trail from the 
town of Lillooot on Frasor River, to 
Howe Sound on tho Coast, This trail 
was first suggested in tbo Legislative 
Council before Union by Hon. Dr. 
Helmcken, then a leading member of the 
Eteoutive, as well as of the Legislative 
branch of the Government. The. project 
was supportod by the then niembor for 
Lillooot (Mr. Humphreys), who, after 
union, becamo an espeoial advocate in tho 
House of Assembly for tho prosecution of 
tho work. No money vote, however, was 
obtained until 1873, when the House 
aauctionod an expenditure of 35,000,which 
tho then Chiof Commissioner asserted 
would be ample to make tbo trail travel- 
able from liver to sea. In the spring and 
summer of that year a party was employed 
to mako tho trail. Thoy oxpondetl all but 
$35 of tho voto of 85,000, with a result, as 
stated in tho official report of tho Chief 
Commissioner, "of thirty-throe miles 
constructed on tho south sido of 
Beaton and Anderson Lakes, still leaving 
six miles to bo mado in order to connect 
with tbo Pembertpn Portage wagonroad." 
Now, it so happens that the total length 
of both lakos is thirty-one miles, aotual 
measurement; so that (deducting the 
"six miles" required to bo mado accord- 
ing to tbo Chief's report) but twenty-five 
miles bad been eomploted by tho fall of 
1873. Still quoting from the Chief's 
report, we find that "throo rocky points 
occur at the lower end of Soaton Lake, 
measuring about three-fourths of a mile, 
that will require blasting and bridging," 
and that "the six miles abovo roforred to 
will require expensive grading, but with 
little blasting." From those extrsots it 
Will be seen that of the 25 milea of trail 
claimed to havo been made, tho most dif- 
ficult parts •wore left untouched. Still 
following the report we observe that th« 
foreman of tho work was sent through 
from .Pemberton Meadows to Burrard In- 
let and that ho reported that a "good cat- 
tle trail could be constructed from the 
Meadows to the Inlet for the sum o' 
$8000." The Houso during tho session 
of 1874 goodnaturedly voted a further 
sum of §10,000 for tho purposes of the 
trail, on the assurunce of the Chiof Com- 
missioner that this time thero would bo 
no failure and that the expenditure would 
be wi thin the sum voted. The road par- 
ties were sent out again with light .hearts 
and full pockets and worked merrily all 
summer, with what result let us again re- 
fer to the official report to ascertain: "A 
certain amount of work has been done to 
tho Burrard Inlet cattle-trail; but I ro- 
gret not being able to report its final com- 
pletion." It appears, further, that the 
trail was carried to a point five milos from 
Burrard Inlet; but the principal bridges 
were omitted. Tho amount spent exceed- 
ed tho sum voted by 8390. For a third 
time the Lands and Works Department 
appeared before the House with the Howe 
Sound trail still in default. The Chief 
Commissioner asked another appropria- 
tion for the purpose. Tho Houso was 
sullen and dissatisflod. There was a de- 
cided inclination on tho part of some of 
tho faithful party hacks to kick over the 
the traces. They did not want to see a 
work on which so much money had been 
expended abandoned; but thoy manifest- 
ed a want of confidence in the ability of 
tho Chiof Commissioner to comploto tho 
work. Upwards of §15,000 bad been ex- 
pended on a trail that was originally to 
cost only §5000, and tho work was as far 
from completion ns ovor. At length the 
Houso was persuaded into appropriating 
a further sum towards the object, aad ono 
party was Bent out from Lillooot to work 
towards tho coast, while another party 
oporated fromBurrard Inlet towards Pem- 
bertonMeadows. By tho fall the party from 
Lillooot had got but eight milos boyond 
Pemberton Meadows; and tho party 
from tho Coast workod until they 
ran into a swamp (as wo showed from 
the ofilcial report two wooks ago), whoro 
thoy cached their tools, and ran for dear 
life back to the Coast. Of this yoar's 
operations tho Chiof Commissioner re- 
ported : "I rogrot being unable to roport 
the completion of tho Burrard Inlot and 
Lillooot trail; parties of men havo been 
at work upon it from both ends this year, 
but from various causes havo failed to 
open it for traffic." 

This report was auhmittod to tbo Houso 
iu January 1875, about twelvo mouths 
ago. 

Now, let us refer again to tho official re- 
cords to ascertain what has boon ths total 
amount of money oipoudod in an attempt 
to open this trail: 

In 1873 thero wns eipendod $ i,9iu 97 

In 1S74 do. do 10,380 M 

In 1875 do. do 7.9 



Why ? Bocauso tho lato Government did 
not tako the precaution of ordering a 
thorough and exhaustive survoy of tho 
country for the purposo of ascertaining 
the best and most praoticablo lino. Tho 
policy of tho thou Chiof Commissioner 
'with respeot to this trail was to hoid out 
promises of oarly completion to tho Lil- 
looot people and "go it blind. "The pre- 
sent Government have profited by tho 
mistakes of their prodocossors. Wlion 
they camo into oflico thoy found every- 
thing connected with the Howo Sound 
Sound Trail in a vory unsatisfactory con- 
dition. No roliable survoy or estimate of 
oost bad been mado. All that could bo 
found was a statement of heavy outlays 
and no praotioal results. Under this stato 
of things would it not have beon criminal 
for tho Government to havo asked the 
House for a further snm to "complete" a 
trail of which no one could givo thorn any 
reliable information excopt that a Yery 
largo sum of monoy had beon wasted iu 
trying to find it ? In his recent speech 
at Lillooet Mr. Brown oxpress- 
od astonishmont and indignation 
at tho failuro of tho present Government 
to oompleto tho trail during tho rccoss. 
But Mr. Brown must surely havo forgot- 
ten that tho Government did not promise 
to comploto tho trail. Thoy did not ask 
an appropriation from tho House for tho 
purposo. All thoy promised to do was to 
send out a competent engineer to explore 
and survoy tho country for a lino of trail 
from Burrard Inlot to Lillooet. How 
oonld Mr. Brown expect them to expend 
money upon a work for which thoy had 
not asked a voto '? If Mr. Brown will 
turn to tho Estimates for 187G, as passed 
by the House, he will find that no monoy 
was voted for the purpose, and that ho 
supported tho Government in not aukin 
for n voto until after a survey had he 
made. Xliuk h as beon accompli - 1 

ed. The engineer's roport will 00 mi 
beforo tho Houso; and it will so iu bo 
seon whether or not tho Government in- 
tends to "bilk" (as Mr. Brown espressos 
it) Lillooet out of its cattle-trail from tho 
"mountains to tho sea."

The reador must understand that thoso 
annual oxpendituroB woro not moroly vot- 
ed on account; but wt>ro each tho esti- 
mated cost of making tho trail passablo 
for stock. That tho trail is almost ai far 
from completion ns when the first party 
was sent out has boon demonstrated by 
bo present Government. Much, indood 
most of tho twouty-throo thousand and 
odd dollars has boon wasted— literally 
cist into tho swamps and lakes on tho 
Jiuo of trail adopted by tho road parties. 



There are 12,000 parish priests in Franco 
whose salary is only $180 a year. 

Tho total production of bsst root sugar 
in Europe is now estimated to consider 
ably exceed 1,000,000 tons. 

Frenoh barristers havo worn moustach- 
es sinco tho Franco-German war, and tho 
battonier of the order has invited them to 
discontinue the practice. 

Pauperism is making rapid strides'at 
Paris as well as at London, the number 
of indigent people having increased sinco 
1871 from 11-1,000 to 127,000. 

Tho latest gastronomic absurdity at 
Paris is serving up a tray of jowels at dos 
sort, tho gems being intimated by colored 
jellies in settings of sugar. Ihuy are serv- 
ed singly on cards described with the ap- 
proximate value of precious ."tones of that 
size and kind. 

The Cauousus is in winter tho Florida 
of Bussia, and Til'fils in tho chiof centre 
for frozou-out fushionables from St. Pe- 
tersburg. Tho young men aro reported 
there as holdiug a higher carnival with 
balls, opera boull's, champagne, and mar- 
roiuls gtaceslhau ever before, owing to tho 
prospective glories of wur. 

In Paris there aro contractors who pay 
the City §20,000 per annum for tho priv- 
ilege of keeping tho streets clean. Tho 
work is done under the supervision of tho 
municipal authorities, and tho contrac- 
tors aro reimbursed by the sale of themud 
and dust, which, wbou manufactured in- 
to fertilizers, is said to yield $000,000 an- 
nually. 

A few days ago Count Gaston do Les- 
trado, a French oilicor of hussars, was 
about to marry a Mile. Emilia de Beller- 
oy, a young and strikingly beautiful girl. 
On the eve of tho marriage the settle- 
ments were drawn up and signed, and tho 
notary was advancing to 'salute tho be- 
trothed when she fell dead of heart dis- 
oase. 

Mr. Eochofort's paper, Les Droits 
I' Homme, which has only boon a few months 
in existence, lias this week undergone its 
eleventh conviction for offences against 
tho pross laws. The last prosecution was 
for defamation, tho plaintiff' being the 
Countoss do Moutijo, mother of tho Em- 
press Eugenie. The Droit de 1' Homme bad 
rakod up some stories which should havo 
been buried half a century ago, and which 
wero Bupposed to provo that tho Empress 
was not M. do Montijo's daughter. Tho 
Countoss asked for tho modest sum of 
82,000 damages; yet only obtained §001), 
which eeoms to show that there aro better 
ways of vindicating one's fame than by an 
action for libel. 

An exhibition of fans is to opened at 
Munich on Nov. 1, 1877. It will last 
three mouths, and will compriso contri- 
butions from all countries. Some re- 
markablo specimens are promised from 
different towns in Europe; that of Gratz, 
in Syria, among others, will lond tho 
Jiuo collection of tho Johannauin, Next 
to China, a Paris paper says, Franco is 
tho country that produces the most fans. 
Before tho^revolution thero was a corpor- 
ation comprising 130 teamsters. Tho 
seat of the manufacture is in tho depart- 
ment of tho Oiso, between Meiu and 
Beauvais, where, more than 3,000 workers 
gam a livelihood by mounting Paris fans. 
Tho frames, of plate or carved wood aro 
made in tho samo villagos. 

Tho Duko of Gallera has loft a fortune 
estimated at 180,000,000 franos, in addition 
to a sum of 20,000,000 francs given by him 
for tho improvement of tho port of Genoa. 
He had entered in in to engagement with 
tho municipality of Borne, through which 
he would have contributed a considerable 
sum towards tho works for improving tho 
Tiber; and he was also in treaty with tho 
Leprotic Ministry for tho information ot 
a groat company for tho working of tho 
State Railways, to which ho had under- 
taken to givo tho efficient impulse of a 
tinancinl participation on his own part 
alone of 40, 000, 000 francs. In oonsequence 
of his death, arrangements regarding this 
oompany.to which tho King alluded in bis 
speech, aro suspended. 

A romurkublo duel has exercised tho 
minds of tho Parisans of lato. Tho party 
was no sooner on tho ground than one of 
tho combatants seized Ins opponent and 
beat him with a big stick. This too hasty 
gontlomun (who is well known in the 



great world) has boon challenged by bis 
own seconds for spoiling good sport, 
Fro'nehineu being groat sticklers for tho 
cutting of throats in fair and gentlemanly 
fashion. Thoy would not at all approve, 
of a duel which a Quaker out West is said 
to havo offered to fight. Tho tinio was 
summerj and the season choleric "If 
thon," said tho disciple of Barclay "thou 
wilt eat twelve unripe apples before break- 
fast, I will do the same, and wo shall soo 
who survives. " Tho challenge was "de- 
clined. 

Tho census of Paris is being now taken, 
and the result will bo Bhqwn by the oud 
of tho year. Whon tho first regular oon- 
sus after tho revolution, was taken by Na- 
poleo l, First Consul, in 1801, tbo popu- 
lation was only 550,000 or lees than before 
tho revolution and tho wars which suc- 
ceeded it. It wus only after tho era of 
peace had fairly set in that the numbers 
began to rise progressively and steadily. 
In 1836 they bad nearly reached a mil- 
lion; and in twenty years lator, a million 
and a half. Then, again, camo tho throw- 
ing down of tho old wall of octroi and tho 
annexation of the banlieu, or suburb, as 
far as tho fortifications, which brought 
tho population up at onco to nearly two 
millions. Tho lato war, followed by tho 
Commune, and tho loss of ltfe and deflux 
of at l angers which accompanied theso 
events, will probably have prevented tbo 
population from increasing in numbers 
during tho last four or iivo years. 

Paris has had a murder no less mysteri- 
ous than atrocious. Tho body of ayoungwo- 
man bus beonfound which.accordingto me- 
dical exports, had beon cut to|pioces while 
alive, tho deed having been dono by sorno 
ono with a keen knife, a sure and deliber- 
ate hand, and at least a slight knowledgo 
of anatomy. The pieces wero thrown into 
the Seine, whence some^of them woro 're- 
covered. Thoso forming the head and 
bust wero put together and a cast was 
taken, from which M. Talriah mado a wax 
bust of tho victim. This cheerful image, 
the oyes having boon painted in and hair 
of tho colour und length of that of tho 
corpse affixed, was exposed for identifica- 
tion at tho Morguo. Ovor 120,000 per- 
sons— two-thirds of them women, havo 
visited it, and tho polico h&vo recorded 
12-1 paitial identificatious'which, however, 
were proved erroneous on investigation,

Swearing in the Mayor and Coun- 
cillors,

Yostorday at 12 in. Mr. Drako, Mayor 
elect, and Councillors elect Trounce, Fin- 
layaon, Kodfern, Marvin, Turner, Wil- 
liams and JofTreo, prosentod tbomsolvos 
before tho Chief Justice for the purposo 
of being sworn in. Mr. Leigh, Town 
Clerk, who accompanied tho party, pre- 
sented the Corporato Seal to the Chief 
Jnstico, who theroupon stated that tho 
Registrar had received from a gcntlemau 
a document objecting to tho swearing in 
of Mr. Drako. No ono know bottor than 
tho protestaut that his objection was ir- 
rogular and could havo no offset hore. If 
ho had objections to urge thoy must be 
urged before tho Courts in tho regular 
way. Tho document was a piece of im- 
pertinence, in tho senso that it was not 
pertinent at this plaoo. 

Mr. Drako then advancod and took tho 
oaths of offico and allegiance. 

Councillor Williams wns first called 
upon to take tho oaths. The following 
form was put iute his hands, which he 
•was dirootod to rend slowly after tho Chief 
Justico, sealing his solemn vows by kiss- 
ing tho Holy Biblo: 

"I, John William Williams, Councillor 
for Johnson Streot Ward, olect, do swear 
that I am a British subject possessing tho 
requisite proporty qualification in the 
City .of Victoria, of tho value of ;>500,and 
havo not nor will havo, while holding 
ollico, any interest, directly or indirectly, 
in any contract connected with tho Cor- 
poration. I have not by myself or any 
other person knowingly employed any 
bribery, corruption or intimidation to 
gain my election, and I will faithfully 
perform tho duties of my otlico and will 
not allow any privato interest to intluonco 
my conduct in public matters, So help me 
God." ■ 

■ The rest of the Counciluien having sub- 
scribed to tho same oath. 

Tho Chief Justico, iu handing His Wor- 
ship Mayor Drako tho Corporato Seal, ex- 
pressed the hope that tlio proceedings of 
this Civic body would bo at least as har- 
mouious as those of their prodocossor. 
His Lordship congratulated His Worship 
upon the mark of confidence his follow- 
citizons had bestowed upon him and trust- 
ed that his official career and that of tho 
Councillors would bo successful and tran- 
quil. 

A Suggestion. — Tho concentration of 
a Russian fleet in San Francisco bodes no 
good to Victoria, in the event of an 
Anglo-ltussian war. As there aro proba- 
bly two millions of English money in tho 
banks at Victoria, tho safety of which 
would be jeopardized by such a war, 
would it not be a good idea for those 
banks to start branches in this Torritory 
and loan their money hore — whore thero 
is no lack of investment — till nfter the 
dangers of a war aro over ? — Seattle Du- 
patc/i. 

—This 
Court was occupied on Thursday with the 
settlement of several adjourned appeals 
respecting real estate assessments.

Douglas, Society for tho Propo- 
gation of the Gospel, R. C. Janion k Co , 
Dr. Ash, Mrs. MoTavish,Mr. E. C. Bakorj 
and also several others in reforence to dis;/ 
puted inoome tax. ^

Extraordinary Scone at Moody's Meet- 
ings. 

A PRODIGAL'S RETURN. 

Tho finding of a lost son, who had boon 
prayed for by Mr. Moody at bis meotings 
at the Chicago Tabernacle, by request of 
tho man's paronts in Scotland, is thus de- 
scribed: 

Mr. Moody reforrod to tho lotler ho had 
received near tho commencement of thoso 
meotings from a brokon-heartod fiitlior 
and mother in Scotland, bogging him to 
look out for their lost son, who had been 
a wanderer for years, during which no 
word had reached them to say whether ho 
was dead or alivo. They thought perhaps 
ho might have come over to America, and 
askod that Mr. Moody would road tho 
letter publicly at every place where he 
hold meetings, so that their lost AVillio 
might know that nothing but love await- 
ed him if ho would como home. This 
letter was road ut tho Tabernacle and at 
Farwell Hall, and Mr. Sawyer was direct- 
ed to watch for him in tho inebriates' 
meeting, for that was tho class among 
which he was only loo curtain to bo found 
if over found at all. 

Last Friday a poor follow, homeless and 
helpless,' prosonted himself among tho in- 
quirers at tho reformed men's mooting, at 
tho inquiry-rooni in the Tabernacle, whoso 
Scotch accent lad Mr. Sawyer to ask his 

name. Ho replied, Willio . 

"Oh, you are tho very man we havo 
boen looking for," said Brother Sawyer. 
'Looking for mo ? how is that ?" 
'There's a lottor for you from your fa- 
ther and mothor." 

At this announcement tho poor young 
man almost fainted with surprise and 
joy. 

"Ho is horo to-day," said Mr, Moody, 
ind I want ho should speak a fow 
works." 

With ouoh a sad hiutnry for au iutro 

dnction, no wonder tho great audience 
listened with open oars and gontlo hearts 
whilo tho lost-ono found, a slight, florid, 
Scotch laddie, of perhaps thirty years of 
age, gave tho following account of him- 
self: 

Twenty years ago I was a happy boy, 
starting out from my home in Scotland to 
a school in a distant city. My father 
thought to make me a doctor, but my mo- 
thor hoped I would bo a minister. At 
scbool I fell in with ovil companion*, and, 
as the result, my life has boon ono long 
day of debauchery, the memory of which 
has lushed mo with a whip of scorpions. 
When I was twenty years old I went away 
to Australia, and ruehed through that 
country as a gold seokor. Then, growing 
home sick, I came back to Europe and 
lauded in Amsterdam. My father came 
to meet mo and aftor a while secured mo a 
responsible position iu a dry goods bouse. 
I married ono of tho sweotest little wo- 
men that over drew tho breath of lifo, tho 
daughter of a minister and a Christian. 
In three years she died of a broken heart 
on my account, and when I shutdown tho 
big blaok coffin-lid over hor white face I 
felt as if my last hopos were gono. Wo 
had ono daughter, and when I took tho 
little child in my arms and bade her good 
bye, to go out and wander ovor the face 
of tho earth, sho gave me a hug as of iron,

A Cambridge University proctor 
in England has just beon fined £15 
for dragging an unfortunate woman 
by tho heels through tho streets of 
Oambridgo at night, because ha regard- 
ed her conduct as unseemly. 

The London school board haa pro- 
posed a radical change in the present- 
system of spoiling, and thero is a warm 
discussion going on a3 to whother tho 
adoption of tho phonetic systom would 
be a reform. 

The sensation in ecclesiastical circles 
is the Vicar of Louth's dofianco of tho 
mandato of the Courts ordering him to 
coaso his ritualistic practicos. Ho is a 
High Churchman, and continues to 
imitato the Roman service. 

In tho course of a speech by Joseph 
Arch before the Loigh Liberal Club, 
he said ho ventured to toll Lord 
Boaconsfiold that if ho wont to war ho 
must not count on taking tho agricul- 
tural labourers to bo shot at for thir- 
teen pence a day. Thoy wore deter- 
mined that, until they had obtained 
tho franchise, they would tako no part 
in tho wars of England. 

Lord Penzance has docidod that a 
bishop is not entitled to say a clergy- 
man is not learned enough to bo 
instituted to a living to which ho has 
beon presented, without giving par- 
ticulars of such alloged deficiency. 
Tho Bishop of Oxford is therefore 
called upon to stato with particularity 
what objoction ho has to tho learning 
of ltev. Dr. "Willis, who having boen 
vicar of Minister; in the Tslo of Sheppy, 
about thirty years, has rocontly boon 
presented to the living of Drayton 
Parslow, in Buckinghamshire. 

An extraordinary rovolation was 
made at a meeting of tho London 
Court of Common Council. In a re- 
port presented by tho general purposes 
committee, it was statea mat tnroo 
quarters of an inch of fungi scrub had 
boen found floating on tho top of. tho 
largest cistern on tho Mansion Houso, 
the ono that supplied all other 
cistorns used for domestic purposes in 
the Lord Mayor's official residence; 
that at the bottom of tho same cistern 
throo-oighths of an inch of mud has 
been found; and that in a bottle of 
wator placed on the Lord Mayor's 
table could be seen hundreds of 
worms. 

ColonelBaker has not, up to the ent 
timo, accepted sorvico in tho Turkish 
army, and consequently lias not boen able 
to forward tho views of tlio numerousap- 
plioants — 150- -to serve undor him. His 
whole time has been taken up in elabor- 
ating a plan for tho defence of Constant! 
nople, which he laid boforo our own mili- 
tary authorities in July, aod which is now 
receiving tho most serious attention. This 
plan ho had also urged upon the Turkish 
Government, and it is very favorably re- 
garded by tho Sultan, but want of money 
at present prevents any decided action. 
Should Russia tako up a position hostilo 
to tho views of tho English Government, 
anil attack tho integrity of tho Ottoman 
Empire, Colonel Valentino Baker will 
accept the position of a lieutenant-gener- 
al on tho staff of the Turkish army is tho 

hold. 

The Athenaeum states that to tho next 
number of tho St. James Magazine Mr. J. 
A. O'Shea will contribute a number of 
privato letters from tho Czar Nicholas to 
Priucoss Mensehikoff. Thoy wore writ- 
ten on tho eve of tho Crimean War, and 
oxhibit, it is said, strange igaoraneo on 
tho part of tho writer of tho difficulties of 
tho political situation. 

Tlio Whitehall Review understands that 
hor Majesty has resolved to resido during 
a great part of tho noxt season at Buck- 
ingham Palace, and that a sorios of enter- 
tainments on a very largo Bcalo will bo 
given thero both before and aftor Easter. 

Captain Boyton has successfully ac- 
complished tho journey down tho rivor 
Po, from Caetel Nuovo to Ferrari, 280 
miles, in '.to hours, without making a 
break, making a total voyage of W00 milos 
on the river Po. This is his last and 
greatest voyage iu tho lifo saving dress. 

As ovidonco of tho strength of tho re- 
cent storm in tho north, it is mentioned 
that a block of • concroto weighing 1,000 
tons has boen removed by tho wavos in 
the Wick now harbor works. 

Tho expense entailed on tho Corpora- 
tion of Glasgow by the visit of tho Prince 
and Princess of Wales to that city was 
upwards of £9,000. A member of the 
council who asked for somo explanation 
of "the nonsensical waste of monoy" mot 
with no support. 

Au interesting account, according to 
tho Titties of India, is given by a Rangoon 
paper of an "embassy" lately sent by tho 
Khedive of Egypt to the King of Burmah. 
Tho embassay, it is stated, consisted ori- 
ginally of two Egyptian gentlemen and 
their cook. One of tho former died en 
route to Bombay; tho other also died on 
arriving at Rangoon. Thoro remainod, 
therefore, only tho cook; and a fow specu- 
lative persons in Rangoon hit upon tlio 
happy thought of passing off this func- 
tionary on his Majesty as tho onibassy. 
Tho cook accordingly procoodod to Man 
dalay, obtained au audionco, and was 
lodged in tho residonoe that had boon 
provided for tho Into French Embassy. 
Ho was treated with high honours, but, 
unfortunntoly, was not equal to tho occa- 
sion— tho position was too groat for him, 
and ho foil sick. Ho was waited upon by 
a crowd of tho court physicians, under 
whoso treatment he W.6S rostoredto health, 
when lio oxprossod his desire to return to 
Egypt. His Majesty provided ample 
funds for his oxponsos on his journey, and 
presented him with somo valuable ruby 
rings, which ho mado ovor to his attend- 
ants. Tho embassy— that iB to say, tho 
cook— has lately returned to Rangoon, 
but ho finds that his attendants havo fal- 
len from him. HiH ca»h is nearly gono 
and his rubies aro not to bo found. 

Tho authorities have put a stopper on 
Lord Maidstone's ambition to serve his 
country as a privato soldior. A general 
order has proceeded from headquarters 
directing commanding oflicora' attention 
to tho fact that his Lordship is physioally 
incapacitated from active sorvion, and that 
ho suffers from tho effects of an accidout 
which totally prevents his complying 
with those conditions insisted upon iu tho 
onso of ordinary recruits. 



Iu tho Divorco Division of tho High 
Court of Justico, on tho 2nd inst., Capt. 
Hugh Thomas Gibsono, of tho 7<fi-d Regi- 
ment, sued for a divorco from his wife on 
tho ground of hor adultery with Lord 
Louth. The petitioner and the respon- 
dent woro married at Ceylon in 1800, and 
in 1870 camo to England, tho potitiouor 
having obtained two years' loavo of ab- 
sanco. When tho potitiouor roturned to 
tho East ho left his wife behind him with 
her friends, as sho was in bnd health. 
Last year, whon on tho eve of returning 
to England, tho potitiouor received n lot- 
tor from bis wifo, iu which sho said: — "P 
think, hard and terrible though it is, both 
ior you to hear and for mo to write, I 
must toll you the truth, for I would not 
daro to livo a living lio. During tho laht 
oightoen months I havo met and livod 
with another man, who, under any oir- 
cumstauoes, I will never give up, or coaso 
to lovo with my whole heart and bouI. 
For this man I havo givon up honour, po- 
sition, society. I daro hardly ovor hope 
to bo forgiven by you. I ask at least to 
bo forgotten, for I will uovor seo your 
faco again, nor ovor bo persuaded to ro- 
turn to you." A deoroo ntsi was granted 
with costs. 

William Roupell, thoox-M. P. for Lam- 
both, who was discharged from prison a 
short timo ago— his sontaneo of ponal ser- 
vitude for lite having beon remitted, af- 
tor fourteen years' contiuomont — is now, 
it is announced, being trained for tho pul- 
pit. Ho will, it is added, join the ranks 
of Missionary Preachers. 

Lord Beaconslield is getting hard 
enough raps from tho Nonconformist pul- 
pits. Mr. Spurgeon tho other day prayod 
for a change of Ministry, and now a 
Welsh minister — the Rev. John Roborts, 
of Anglesea — has been bold enough to ox- 
press his belief that the country must in- 
deed bo suffering from its sins whon tho 
rains of government wero in tho hands of 
a mountebank, 

A butchers' assistant, named Thomas 
Brundrott, has beon lined -10s. and costs 
by tho Hydo Magistrates for skinning a 
sheep boforo lifo was extinct. An otlicor 
of tho Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals said the skin of tho auimal 
would bo tho moro valuablo if torn from 
tho living body. 

During a sovoro storm oft' tho Capo of 
Good Hope, tho captain of tho King Con- 
ric, 1.-10U tons, determined to mako 
trial or tnrowmg on upon mo wator. two 
anvas olothea bags wero obtained, and 
into each two gallons of fine oil was pour- 
od, the bags being punctured slightly, 
and llung one over each quarter iu tow of 
tho vessel. Tho effect was magical; the 
waves no longer broke ovor the poop and 
sides of the ship, but several yards away 
where the oil had spread itsolf ovor tho 
surface, and around tho poop in tho wake 
of tlio vossel, was a largo circuit of calm 
wator. Tho crew were thus ablo to repair 
the damage with greater oaso, and the 
ship was relieved from the tromendouB 
shocks she had previously recoivod from 
tho heavy seas. Tho two bags lasted two 
days, after which, tho worst fury of tlio 
galo having expended iUoif, no more oil 
was used. 

Judgment haa boen given by Vico- 
Ohanoellor Little at Liverpool iu tho will 
aso of Fox v. Buckley, in which Sir 
Edmund Buckley, Bart, M.P., ns trustoo 
under tho estate of his father, was accused 
of misapplying funds undor tho trust to 
the extent of £1811,000. The Vice-Chan- 
ellor pronounced that ho had been guilty 
of gross breaches of trust, and docroed 
his romoval from tho offioe. Sir Edmund 
Buckley recently failed with liabilities 
amounting to £500,000. It will be im- 
possible to retain his seat in Pftrliamont 
after Vice-Chancellor Little's judgment. 

Mr. Frederick Copas, a large landed 
proprietor and justico of tho peace, resid- 
ing at Bagshot, Surrey, committed suicide 
by jumping down a well on his own 
estate. The well was 240 feet doep. 

Tho late contest in Bucks was an ox- 
pensive ono. In tho caso of tho success- 
ful candidato, the Hon. Thomas Fro- 
mantlo, tho expenditure amounted to 
jL'6,480 8s lOd. To tho Hon. Rupert 
Carington, tho defeated candidato, tho 
cost was £7, 050 4s. 11. Bucks is, how- 
ever, an extensive count}-, somo sixty 
mileBin length and twenty-three in width, 
and has not enjoyed tho luxury of an 
earnest contest for nearly thirty yoars. 

It is stated that during the past two or 
throe months tho fort's on tho English 
coast have reco>ved largo stores of shot 
and shell, and that tho defences of tho 
English coast aro now in a moro efficient 
condition than at any previous period of 
English history.
